Advice about childcare arrangements comes from 
the Suffolk Resilience Forum, which represents 
organisations responsible for maintaining public 
services across the county in the event of a major 
incident or emergency. 

The National Union of Headteachers and National 
Union of Teachers are running ballots to decide 
whether to join the coordinated strike action, which 
will already involve some school staff and would 
lead to the closure of a significant number of Suffolk 
schools.

“This is a once-in-a-lifetime 
chance to see the Olympic flame 
parade through the town. The 
spirit of the Olympics is coming 
to Suffolk, and I’m sure July 7 
will be a day to remember.” 

Sarah Howard, chairman of 


Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “We are 
excited and delighted that the 
Olympic torch will be passing 
through Haverhill. For many of 
us seeing the torch pass through 
our town will be a once-in-a- 
lifetime event.

District recycling more 
than half its waste to 
boost county figures 


RESIDENTS of St Edmunds¬ 
bury are recycling more than 
half of their household waste 
to help in a bid to create the 
greenest county. 

Latest statistics released by 
the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) show St Edmundsbury 
as the 26th highest recycling 
district in the country, with an 
impressive 51.89 per cent of 
household waste recycled, 
composted or re-used last 
year. This helped to make 
Suffolk the fifth highest 
recycling county in England. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council cabinet member for 
environment, said: “The 
residents of St Edmundsbury 
continue to do a marvellous 
job in helping us to achieve 
such a high recycling rate. 

“During the last year we 
have managed to increase our 
recycling rate by nearly two 
per cent, at the same time as 
reducing the cost to each 
household for waste 
collection by over five per 
cent.” 

Cllr Clive Arthey, chairman 
of the Suffolk Waste 


Partnership (SWP), said: “This 
is fantastic news with people 
across Suffolk recycling more 
waste than ever. It is a huge 
achievement and testament to 
residents’ efforts and support. 

“We put the systems in 
place, but results like this are 
only possible if households 
participate and give us the 
materials to recycle. 

“We have set a target to 
recycle 60 per cent of our 
waste by 2015 and if local

Suffolk’s achievement of 
53.8 per cent recycled equates

Whatever your age, don’t 
Ignore signs of dementia

WHEN her sweet-natured hus¬ 
band Steve started showing 
drastic character changes, it never 
occurred to Gloria Double that he 
could be suffering from Alz¬ 
heimer’s disease. 

Steve was just 56 when he was 
diagnosed with the condition, after 
losing his job and having his wife start 
divorce proceedings. But now Gloria 
says he is largely back to the “lovely 
man” he was before thanks to the help 
he has received. 

The couple, pictured, from Kedington, 
are backing a Department of Health 
campaign urging people to seek an early 
diagnosis from their doctor if a loved 
one is displaying the early symptoms of 
dementia. 

Gloria first noticed the change in 
Steve’s behaviour seven years ago. He 
had always been a gentle, sweet-natured 
man, calm and placid most of the time, 
rarely upset about anything. But he 
started to become increasingly snappy 
and impatient, even aggressive at times. 

She said: “He’d tell lies to try to cover 
up things he’d done and get cross with 
me when I asked him about it. Once he’d 


obviously dropped a vase and mended 
it, but when I found it and asked him 
how it happened he said he didn’t know 
what I was talking about. I began to 
doubt myself.” Eventually things got so 
bad between them that Gloria filed for 
divorce and Steve moved out. 

Things went from bad to worse for 
Steve. He had worked as a paint-sprayer 
in a vehicle workshop since the age of 16 


but his bosses noticed that he’d start on 
a car and then seem to forget what he 
was doing halfway through. After he lost 
his job it really set the alarm bells 
ringing, and although they were 
separated, Gloria finally persuaded him 
to go to his GE 

She said: “It was January 2008 and 
there was snow on the ground but he’d 
turned up for his appointment in a T- 


shirt. The doctor gave him a memory 
test and when he was asked what season 
it was, he replied ‘summer’.” 

Steve was diagnosed with early-onset 
Alzheimer’s and referred to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital in Cambridge, where 
he was put on a special drugs regime 
which Gloria is convinced has helped 
him to retain his long-term memory. 

He was also able to move into a small 
bungalow owned by a housing 
association Havebury Housing, in the 
same village as Gloria and close to his 
daughter and grandchildren. Age UK 
Suffolk assigned him a social worker, 
Louise Diss. Sensors have been installed 
to remind Steve to switch everything off 
in the kitchen and to turn up his heating 
when it gets too cold. Others on the 
front and back door warn his carers if he 
leaves the bungalow unexpectedly or 
late at night. Steve is looked after by 
carers for five days a week and at 
weekends his family takes over. 

Gloria’s advice to others in her 
situation is not to ignore the signs. She 
said: “It never occurred to me that Steve 
could be suffering from Alzheimer’s - I 
didn’t think he was old enough. But if 
your loved one starts to change beyond 
all recognition, there could be a medical 
reason for it, so do go to see your GP. 
Help is out there - you really don’t have 
to suffer on your own.”

In Clare, the annual service of remembrance will 
be held at the parish church on Sunday at 3pm. 
The parade will start at the Ex-Serviceman’s 
Club at 2.45pm sharp, led by the Bury Boys 
Brigade. This year it will also include the re¬ 
dedication of the war memorial, with 245 
guests attending, including the mayor of 
Clare’s twin town, Chatillon-sur-lndre in 
France. 

Meanwhile, two linked events in the town 
centre last Saturday helped swell the Royal 
British Legion Poppy Appeal. 

A coffee morning was organised by the Haverhill 
RBL at the library with Alan Brockbank, RBL county 
welfare officer, on hand to give advice about the 
help available from the Legion to ex-members of 
the services. There were also displays featuring the 
brave young men named on the town’s war 
memorial. 

A military vehicle and re-enactment soldier on 
the market square caused much interest and 
focused shoppers’ thoughts on the Poppy Appeal. 

For those who missed it there will be another 
military vehicle this Saturday from 9am-1pm on the 
Market Square. 


Town may pilot 
new scheme to 
get things done 


HAVERHILL could become home to 
one of only two pilot schemes in the 
country testing the new concept of 
“community budgeting” in a bid to 
cut red tape and get things done. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting of Haverhill 
Town Council it was agreed to submit a 
bid to the Government to stage a pilot 
scheme. 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill town clerk, 
said the town council’s bid was fully 
supported by Suffolk County Council and 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council, and 
was being made on behalf of the whole of 
Haverhill. 

He added: “It is a bit like the One 
Haverhill, where everyone brings their 
money and their people to the table and 
you end up with a more joined-up service, 
which is possibly cheaper to run. 

“Because the borough and county 
councils have to work on a countywide 
basis, they cannot change their policies to 
suit what resident in the town want. 

“For example, at the steps on the 
Chalkstone estate, near the shops, the 
handrails are broken and damaged and 
one is missing. I rang St Edmundsbury, 
who said they were not responsible 
because they had transferred the steps to 
Havebury (Housing). When I spoke to 
Havebury they said they did not know 
anything about the handrails. Six months

on and they are still broken. We reported 
broken handrails on the Clements estate 
in May and they are still the same.” 

Mr Mussett said the deadline for 
applications is November 18, and he was 
not aware of any other council making a 
similar bid. An announcement of 
successful bids will be made on December 
16. 

“Six different organisations cut grass in 
Haverhill with different contractors and 
for different prices. If there was just one 
contract and one gang mower cut all the 
grass it would be cheaper and people 
would know who to complain to if the 
grass was not cut,” he explained. 

“Another area is youth services. Our 
residents say they have 50 kids outside 
their houses and they want something 
done about it. The county council says it 
only works with targeted groups, which 
the residents don’t understand. People just 
want their grass cut or services provided, 
they don’t really care who does it. If there 
was more flexibility you could respond to 
local needs. 

“We already have the One Haverhill 
group in the town and a lot of partnership 
projects already going on, and this would 
be an extension of that.”

Meeting October 2011 

Paddy Heazell was introduced as the author 
of his book entitled Most Secret: The 
Hidden History of Orford Ness, describing 
the military interests which had connections 
with the large area of Orford Ness since 
1913. 

Aerial photographs have shown an 
expanse of uninhabited estuary with a few 
tracks and some odd buildings. Our enemies 
of the First and Second World War would 
have noticed nothing of strategic importance 
here, but a potential Cold War “target” might 
have been the extensive aerial structure of a 
powerful over-the-horizon radar system, 
code-named “Cobra Mist”, visible from 
space and high-flying recognisance aircraft, 
begun in 1967 and dismantled in 1973. 

Paddy showed slides dating back to the 
early days of the Royal Flying Corps when 
elite pilots tested their planes and state-of- 
the-art weapons. RAE Farnborough 
continued to use Orford Ness for field trials 
which was also the site of aerial systems 
designed by Robert Watson-Watt and Arnold 
Wilson, who were allocated extensive space 
in 1936 in the nearby Bawdsley Manor for 
top secret experimentation and development 
of RADAR, of critical importance during the 
Second World War. 

The iconic lighthouse was used by friend 
and foe alike for visual navigation, but sadly 
is due for demolition in the near future. A 
powerful radio location beacon was also 
used by shipping and Allied air forces. The 
beacon building is one of the few preserved 


as a museum and run by the National Trust 
since 1993, now open to the public. 

Paddy also showed pictures of the 
nuclear bomb which underwent mechanical 
and electrical testing at Orford Ness by 
AWRE (Aldermaston)who ran the site after 
the war. 

Cobra Mist is still an enigma, designed as 
an extremely powerful radar system to detect 
missiles and aircraft movement some 2,000 
miles away to the east, and in 1967 
employed the largest computer operating in 
the UK. The £55m project was abandoned 
abruptly without adequate public explanation, 
in 1973, after “local problems with 
electronic interference and inconsistency of 
detection”. 

The next meeting on November 29 
features an illustrated talk about Captain 
Cook’s Australia by freelance writer Paula

Office and flats plan 
for burned-out shop 


PLANS by a housing group to 
demolish a burned-out shop, 
which has been derelict for 
almost a decade, and build a 
new office and flats on the site 
are being considered by 
planners. 

Havebury Housing’s application 
for the former carpet warehouse 
shop in High Street, Haverhill, was 
recommended for approval at last 
Thursday’s meeting of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
development control committee, 
but councillors decided instead to 
defer it so more information could 
be obtained. 

Havebury plans to build a new 
town centre office on the site, 
having already put its existing 
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offices in Manor Road up for sale. 
The plan is to demolish the existing 
building, which was largely 
destroyed by a fire in 2002, and 
build flats to create seven 
affordable homes with under¬ 
ground car parking. 

One neighbour in Duddery Road 
opposed the scheme, saying that it 
would be out of keeping with the 
Conservation Area, would block 
out light to their kitchen and 
garden and that insufficient 
parking provision would cause 
traffic issues. 

The report to the committee by 
planning officer Rona Hopkinson 


said it was not felt that the new 
building would damage the 
character of the area, but that its 
simple, modern design would 
make a positive contribution. It 
was also considered sensitive to 
neighbours in terms of light and 
privacy. 

The report said: “The 
development now proposed would 
make good use of a prominent 
derelict plot providing a centrally 
located housing office that is 
accessible to a wide cross-section 
of the community in a sustainable 
building that will also provide 
much-needed additional social 
housing, which will improve the 
appearance of that part of the High 
Street and the character of the 
conservation area.”

I BELIEVE that aU 
councillors, 
individually and 
collectively, should be 
accountable to those they 
represent. I also firmly 
believe that we should 
help our residents to judge 
our effectiveness as a town 
council by having some 
criteria to be measured 
against. I was pleased, 
therefore, when the town 
council agreed these 
priorities for 2011-15:

■ To protect existing provision 
for school transport for all 
Haverhill students, to explore 
alternative funding for provision 
which is not preserved and to 
ensure that transport provision 
does not undermine sixth form 
provision within Haver hill . 

■ To work with the planning 
authority and potential 
developers to promote new 
businesses settingup in 
Haverhill with due regard to 
preserving and improving the 
thriving town centre shopping 
facilities. 

■ To pursue options to purchase 
property in the High Street to 
encourage new business and 
invest income derived in 
Haverhill development. 

■ To actively promote the town 
centre with a focus on attracting 
new businesses to the town 
centre and retaining existing 


providers. 

■ To pursue an active role in 
promoting the development of 
the Gurteen site to provide a mix 
of business units, cultural 
facilities and residential units 
while providing for the retention 
of the steam engine.

As with all such plans, events

out managed workspace. 

He said changes to the level of 
business support offered due to 
public-sector funding cuts would 
impact on the provision of help 
available to businesses in the county, 
including Haverhill. 

Next March, the East of England 
Economic Development Agency 
(EEDA) will cease to exist and from 
November 18, the services offered by 


Business Link would change 
dramatically to be purely web-based. 

Alex said: “While the intention to 
offer web-based support and advice 
through Business Link might be 
good, in reality it cannot replace the 
level of help that can be given on a 
one-to-one basis. I see this lack of 
personal interaction as a huge 
opportunity for Menta. 

“We are in a relatively strong 
position, not being reliant upon 
Government funding to operate our 
services. 

“Our managed offices in both 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds 


provide a valuable income stream to 
fund some of our support activities.” 

Alex highlighted the case of one of 
the guests at the event, Riki Baker 
from Mendmyi, a new company 
which fixes and customizes iPhones, 
iPods and iPads. 

Riki was a prime example of a 
young entrepreneur who had been 
given support from the recently 
formed Enterprising Acorns initiative 
and Menta, operating in a niche 
market with worldwide potential - all 
from managed offices at the Menta 
Business Centre in Hollands Road. 

Elaine Carr, owner of 


thebestofhaverhill said: “I think our 
local business community really 
connected with Alex and felt 
confident in his ability not only to 
move Menta forward in the 
challenging times that lie ahead but 
also to work with businesses and 
young people in Haverhill to help 
them to develop and thrive.

Boy dies 
in tragic 
accident 


THE 12-year-old son of a 
barrister and part-time 
judge has died in a 
“tragic accident”. 

Edward Morgan-Gooch - 
son of Recorder Christopher 
Morgan - died on Wednesday 
last week after paramedics 
were called to his home in 
Wickhambrook. 

Neither parent has 
commented on the incident. 

Edward was a choirboy at St 
Edmundsbury Cathedral, in 
Bury St Edmunds and the 
cathedral has issued a 
statement paying tribute to 
him. 

Frances Ward, dean of 
Edmundsbury, said: “It is with 
deep sadness that the 
cathedral has to announce the 
death of one of our choristers. 

“Edward Morgan-Gooch 
died in a tragic accident at 
home last Wednesday. 

“He was a lovely, happy 12- 
year-old ... we will all miss his 
enthusiasm and passion for 
singing, his cheerfulness and 
his lively and inquisitive 
personality.” 

The cathedral community is 
supporting Edward’s family as 
well as other choristers, choir 
members and parents, the 


statement added. 

The Lady Chapel has been 
set aside for prayer and the 
lighting of candles. 

Edward was a pupil at St 
James Middle School, a 
Church of England voluntary 
aided school in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Mr Morgan, 47, was called 
to the Bar in 1987 and was 
made a recorder in 2009. He 
has presided over several cases 
at Norwich Crown Court. 

He is a member of London 
chambers One Paper 
Buildings and has worked on 
high-profile murder cases 
including acting as junior 
prosecution counsel in the 
case of the torture and murder 
of Norfolk teenager Simon 
Everitt, who was tied to a tree 
and set on fire. 

Edward’s mother Julia 
Gooch, 42, works as a legal 
executive at a solicitors’ firm 
in Newmarket. 

A spokeswoman for the East 
of England Ambulance Service 
confirmed a 999 call was 
received at 9.33pm last 
Wednesday to report that a 12- 
year-old boy was in 
“cardiac/respiratory arrest”. 

An inquest will be opened 
and adjourned at a later date.

MR halls lobs scheme 


A SCHEME to tackle Haverhill’s chronic 
youth unemployment problem has won 
praise from the town’s MP in the House of 
Commons. 

Matthew Hancock paid tribute to the work of

It’s time to start on Christmas cake 


Welcome to the latest instalment of a new column 
by Haverhill chef Hannah Jones, who will be 
sharing recipes and highlighting the very best of 
local produce.

HIS time I have 
decided to 
write my article 
on the traditional 
Christmas cake. 

As we draw closer to the 
festive season, it is now 
time to make a start on 
your Christmas cakes - or 
if you do not have the 
time for baking you 
should be ordering them. 

The cake itself is pretty 
simple to make, but if you 
want a strong flavour you 
need to start now and 
keep adding your chosen 
liquor every week to the 
cooked cake. This is called 
‘feeding’. 

I wanted to share with 
you a little of the 
Christmas cake history. 
I’m proud of the fact that 
Christmas cakes are part 
of British history. It 
started very differently to 
the cakes we enjoy today; 
it began as plum porridge. 
People would eat this to 
line their stomachs on 
Christmas Eve after a day 


of fasting. Soon after 
people would add spices, 
honey and dried fruit to 
the mix. 

By the 16th century the 
oatmeal was replaced 
with wholemeal flour, and 
then eggs and butter were 
added, which turned 
plum porridge into a fruit 
cake. The wealthier 
families were able to cook 
their cakes in their ovens 
and as time went on they 
would cover the cakes 
with marzipan. 

The Christmas cake 
comes in many shapes 
and sizes; they can be 
light or dark, the mix can 
be moist or dry, heavy or 
spongy. I have included 
in my article today my 
recipe for a rich fruit cake 
that is wonderful and 
moist with a little spice 
and citrus flavours. If you 
would like to order your 
Christmas cake from me 
then please visit my 
website for my contact 
details... otherwise, happy 
baking! 




Fruit cake recipe 
350g raisins 
150g currants 
50g glace cherries 
75g chopped walnuts 
200ml brandy 
150g butter 
90g dark brown sugar 
Itsp 
lemon 
zest 
2 eggs 
Itbsp 
black 
treacle 
150g 

plain flour 

75g 
ground 
almonds 

A quarter 
tsp cloves 

Half tsp 
cinnamon 
A quarter tsp ginger 

Round 18cm tin or 15cm 
square tin 

Instructions 

■ Place the dried fruit in a 
saucepan with the alcohol 
and bring to a boil. Then 
leave overnight to soak up 


the alcohol. 

■ The next day, preheat 
your oven to 150C and line 
your tin with parchment. 

■ Cream the butter and 
sugar together and beat in 
the lemon zest. 

■ Add the eggs one at a 
time, beating 
well. Then 
beat in the 
black treacle. 

■ Sift in the 
dry 

ingredients 
and pour in 
the dried fruit 
mix.

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Mum honours friend’s dying 
wish to care for her children 


L eafing 

through a 
precious 

photo album, Julie 
Jones can’t help but 
laugh when she 
comes across a 
picture of herself 
and her best friend 
Caroline Atkin. 

“That was taken in 1979 
on a trip to Alton Towers, 
just before we got on the 
Corkscrew,” she laughs. 
Tve got wonderful 
memories of her.” 

Julie and Caroline met 
on their first day at 
secondary school. They hit 
it off immediately and 
went on to become the 
best of friends, going to 
youth club together, on 
the same French 
Exchange trips - they even 
enrolled on to the same 
college course because 
they wanted to stay 
together. 

“We were friends from 
day one,” smiles Julie, 46. 
“She was a very, very good 
friend; she was always 
there.” 

The pair grew up in 
Lincolnshire: Caroline 
lived in Grantham while 
Julie was about 15 miles 
away in Sleaford. After 
their college course in 
Lincoln, Caroline stayed in 
the city while Julie moved 
around for work before 
settling in Huntingdon in

2002. 

“We always kept in 
touch,” says Julie. “She 
would come and stay for 
holidays with the children 
and whenever I went 
home I would always 
visit.” 

They were so close, in 
fact, that when Caroline 
was diagnosed with a 
terminal brain tumour in 
2009, Julie didn’t think 
twice about granting her 
friend’s final wish - to care 
for her six children. 

The friends would 
speak regularly on the 
phone in between visits, 
always filling each other in 
on what they and their 
children had been doing 
and, Julie admits, she 
wasn’t particularly 
alarmed when, during one 
of their catch-ups, 

Caroline told her she had 
been having frequent 
headaches. 

“She wasn’t worried at 
all, it was just an irritation 
really. She was busy with 
the children and she had 
been to the doctors and 
they had given her tablets 
for migraines.” 

But just a few months 
after that phone call, 
Caroline’s husband Dave 
rang Julie to tell her that 
her best friend had 
become very unwell, and 
had been rushed to 


hospital. 

“I’ll always remember 
it,” she says. “It was Easter 
Sunday morning, 2009, 
and I was having a lie in. 
The telephone rang and I 
thought I’d let the answer 
machine get it.” 

Surprised to hear Dave’s 
voice on the machine, 

Julie quickly got out of bed 
to listen to the message. 
“He said ‘it’s Caroline, the 
headaches have got really 
bad and she’s in hospital’.” 

Julie rushed to Sheffield 
Hallam Hospital to be 
with her friend and to help 
look after the children. 

“They gave her surgery 
to determine exactly what 
was happening,” she 
explains. “Dave said they 
would have to wait seven 
days for the results; he was 
strong for her but terrified, 
absolutely terrified.” 

The explorative surgery 
found that Caroline had a 
brain tumour. “It was a 
type 4 brain tumour, 
which I think is the worst,”

five of the children she promised her best 


says fulie. “I don’t think 
she could take it in.” 

Caroline was 
discharged from hospital 
and began chemotherapy 
to prolong her life. “I think 
she was in denial really,” 
says Julie. “Caroline knew 
she was poorly but she 
was very much ‘I’ve got 
the kids, I’ve got to carry 
on’.” 

A single mum to Adam, 
20, Peter, J8, and 
Christian, J4, Julie began 
juggling her job as a local 
government administrator 
and running her home 


with making regular trips 
to visit her friend and help 
look after her children. “I 
was going weekly if I 
could. I always tried to 
keep it jolly and light¬ 
hearted for the kids. They 
knew Mummy was poorly 
but Caroline wouldn’t talk 
about it in front of them: 
that was her way; she 
couldn’t prepare them so 
she just carried on with life 
as normal as she could.” 

Then, in December 
2009, the unimaginable 
happened when Dave, 44, 
collapsed with a brain 


haemorrhage while 
Christmas shopping in 
Lincoln with Caroline. 
“You just wouldn’t believe 
it,” says Julie, her eyes 
welling with tears. “He 
collapsed just before 
Christmas and he died on 
the 8th of January, 20 JO.” 

From that day on, Julie 
spent even more time 
with her friend, helping 
with her husband’s funeral 
arrangements and caring 
for the children. 

It was on one of her 
visits that Caroline asked 
her to make the biggest act 


of friendship. “She broke 
down in the February and 
said Julie, I’m just so 
scared for my life’. I think 
inside she knew she was 
getting worse. I just held 
her and said ‘it will be fine’ 
and then she said ‘what 
about the kids, will you 
have them?’ I just said ‘yes’. 
How could you not?” 

Caroline died in 
hospital on June 7 last 
year, aged 45. Overnight, 
Julie became the legal 
guardian of her children 
Michael, J2, Kieran, J J, 
James, JO, Emma, 8, and

Chantelle, 6. Caroline’s 
eldest son Tim, 17, remain¬ 
ed in Lincolnshire, but sees 
his siblings regularly. 

“Caroline came to me 
for a holiday over the May 
Bank Holiday and into the 
June half term,” says Julie. 

“I took her and the children 
back to her mum’s in 
Grantham for a bit of an 
extended break on the 
Bank Holiday Monday. We 
chatted through the week 
on the phone, and then she 
died the following Monday 

“A social worker phoned 
me at work and told me 
Caroline was in hospital. I 
got to the Lincoln County 
Hospital at 2pm and she 
had died at ten to two, so 
I’d just missed her. She 
would have laughed at 
that; she used to say ‘you’re 
always late’.” 

Telling Caroline’s 
children their mum had 
passed away was, Julie 
says, the hardest thing she 
has ever had to do. “They 
got a taxi home from 
school and they came in all 
excited. I think one of them 
said ‘where’s Mum?’ and I 
said ‘Mummy died today, 
she’s gone to heaven to be 
with Daddy She’s okay, 
she’s not suffering, she’s not 
poorly anymore, it’s all 
gone away, but she’s not 
coming back’. 

“It was a shock as they 
had no idea. Michael left 
the room, James broke 
down, Kieran just had a 
glazed expression and the 
two girls were just fidgety 
next to me. And then 
Chantelle said ‘Julie, can we 
go to the park?’, so we did.” 

With the help of her 
mum, Julie brought the five 
children home to 
Huntingdon and worked 
out how she would fit her 
new family into her four- 


bedroom house. “It was a 
struggle,” she admits. 
“When they arrived they 
were like little soldiers ail 
lined up. My friends and 
family and colleagues 
turned up with sheets and 
towels. My friends have 
been fantastic: they still call 
in now with things like a 
jam tart or a spaghetti 
bolognese.” 

Julie’s next task was to 
enrol the children into 
schools. “There’s a lot of 
homework to do because 
they were all very behind 
with their schooling, but 
they all love school,” she 
smiles. 

Julie’s sons Peter and 
Christian both live at 
home, while Adam is at 
university in Norwich, and 
Julie says the boys are very 
supportive of her decision. 
“I ensure that my boys do 
their thing and the children 
are an addition. As Carol¬ 
ine was here the week be¬ 
fore she died, they saw how 
poorly she was and they 
built up a rapport with her. 

“They’ve also got their 
own lives: Adam has a 
girlfriend, Peter has a 
girlfriend, and they’re on 
college courses, so the 
children didn’t take 
anything away. Christian 
sometimes says ‘they’ve 
been in my room again!’ so 
I have to cool down a few 
situations. But on the 
whole, they’re fabulous.” 

Julie encourages the 
children to talk about their 
mum and dad and she has 
made them each their own 
treasure box, which she fills 
with precious memories 
and photos of their par¬ 
ents. Showing me through 
Emma’s box, Julie pulls out 
a photo of Caroline and a 
beaming Emma, taken just 
before Caroline died. “You 



can see just how happy 
Emma is; she didn’t 
realise,” says Julie. 

Julie misses her friend 
terribly, but is focused on 
ensuring the children are 
cared for. “I just want them 
to be happy and get 
through their education,” 
she smiles. “We don’t do 
holidays or anything like 
that, there just isn’t the 
finance, but I have got 
them into Cubs, Scouts 
and Brownies. 

“I think I’m peaceful with 
the situation because she’s 
not in pain, she’s not 
suffering anymore. I’ve still 
got Caroline’s number on 
my mobile phone: I’ve 
dialled it a couple of times 
and there’s her little voice 
message.” 

The mum of nine praises 
her friends and family for 
helping her through the 
tragic time. Her friends 
have also nominated her 
for the Tesco Mum of the 
Year Award 20 J 2 and Julie 
has been shortlisted. 

“I was so shocked,” she 
smiles. “This is just what I 
do. I’ve got three boys, 
there’s six more, day-by- 
day I just do whatever I can 
for them. I don’t look for 
any recognition - I’m just a 
mum.”

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Quake expectations 


T RACY-ANN Oberman, still 
remembered fondly by 
viewers as the lethal Chrissie 
Watts in EastEnders , is back on the 
stage as Sarah, an environment 
minister and the eldest of three 
sisters at the heart of Earthquakes 
in London , Mike Bartlett’s 
compelling new play. 

Blending family drama with a bleak 
analysis of future life on this planet, 
Earthquakes in London follows the sisters’ 
attempts to hold things together in a world 
changing under their feet, while their 
scientist father predicts global catastrophe. 
Rocketing from 1968 to 2525 and back 
again, the play is a fast and furious 
metropolitan crash of people, scenes and 
decades, set to a pumping soundtrack. 

Oberman and Bartlett - currently writer- 
in-residence at the National Theatre - were 
already old acquaintances. 

“I worked with Mike’s partner in On The 
Rocks, a play I did at the Hampstead 
Theatre a couple of years ago,” says the 
actress. 

“I admired Mike’s work and I felt sure 
that he was a writer going places. When I 
read a script, I often wonder how they’ll do 
this, and how will they pull that off and how 
would such a stage direction be possible? 
That was my reaction when I first 
read Earthquakes in London. This is going 
to be a no-holds-barred production, quite 
spectacular in places. It’s also very 
cinematic, with lots of short scenes and very 
punchy dialogue.” 

Oberman had been away when 
Earthquakes in London opened at the 
National Theatre last summer and, although 
she had a few friends in the cast, didn’t see 
the original. 

“I think that’s no bad thing, actually,” she 
argues. “They have completely re-invented 


the production and the script has been 
revised. It feels very much like a new play, 
given a new staging.” 

When she spoke to The Guide, Oberman 
was scarcely a week into rehearsals, and 
reluctant to draw any early conclusions 
about Sarah. However, she was quite clear 
about her admiration for the character’s 
achievements. 

“Her mother has died, her father has 
disowned his daughters and, at the age of 19, 
she’s been left to care, single-handed, for her 
10-year-old sister and a baby who’s only a 
few months old. She has sacrificed an 
enormous amount and yet she’s still been 
able to pursue her political career and 
become a minister.” 

The actress admits she has always been 
drawn to films, plays and books which, like 
Orwell’s Nineteen Eighty-Four, create a 
vision of a dystopian society. She responds 
to similar themes in Earthquakes in London. 

“If anything, in the year since the play 
opened, the issues about climate change 
have become overtaken by a sense 
of a coming apocalypse - of a society 
running itself into the ground through 
excess, of a society full of 
disaffected, disenfranchised youth. The play 
is full of such ideas. In addition, the coalition 
Government, which was very new a year 
ago, is now much more established.” 

One of the key arguments in the play is 
concerned with the desirability of bringing 
children into the world in its current state. 

“Of course, I worry about the kind of 
future my daughter faces,” says Oberman, 
who is mother to five-year-old Anoushka. 

“From what I’ve learnt, talking to friends 
who work in finance, this current economic 
climate is likely to last for years, with all the 
social instability which that implies. So 
it’s going to get a helluva lot worse.” 

Oberman may appear to have come from 
nowhere when making such an eye¬ 
catching impact in EastEnders but, as is 



often the way in an actor’s career, she had 
been steadily advancing through the ranks 
with seasons at the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and playing Kenneth Branagh’s 
wife at the National Theatre in David 
Mamet’s Edmond. In fact, she was 
appearing in the Mamet play when 
the invitation to discuss the part of Chrissie 
came her way. 

“I don’t think I took it very seriously at 
first,” she admits. “I thought that they 
would end up casting an established TV 
name and I’d be offered one episode as a 
policewoman. 

“I was then asked to do a screen test with 
Leslie Grantham as Dirty Den. I was late 
for the appointment and I apologised, 
explaining that I’d been held up doing a 
voiceover. Leslie made some sarcastic 
remark and we started to spar with each 
other. I think that the producers must have 
seen that there was a spark between us, 
because they just kept the cameras rolling.” 

Oberman looks back on her time in 
EastEnders - during which her character 
famously finished off Dirty Den (for 
good this time) - with genuine affection. 

“I loved playing Chrissie and I 
signed a three-year contract, which 
worried me a bit since I like the fact 
that I rarely know what I’ll be doing 
next. 

“I only stayed for 18 months, 
but it was as if three years of 
storylines were crammed 
into those 18 months. Most of 
the actors in EastEnders do 
about five scenes a day. I 
remember getting through 28 
scenes one day.”

THE IDES OF MARCH, 
certificate 15,100m 

BENIND the camera, George 
Clooney’s award-winning films 
have bared teeth at the political 
establishment, most notably in 
Good Night, And Good Luck. 

The Oscar-winning film-maker 
takes more pot-shots at Capitol Hill 
in this expertly-paced thriller which 
begs the question: if politics is such 
a dirty business, why do the men in 
expensive suits, who rake the 
muck, come out smelling of roses 
and we’re left feeling grubby? 
Clooney gradually cranks up the 
tension as he depicts the 
Machiavellian plots of the men 
desperate to breach the upper 
echelons of power, who will 
ultimately sacrifice idealism and 
honour at the twin altars of ambition 
and greed. 

Based on the stage play Farragut 
North by Beau Willimon, who co¬ 
wrote the screenplay with Clooney 
and Grant Heslov, The Ides Of 
March hits the campaign trail with 
high-flying Democrat presidential 
candidate Mike Morris (Clooney), 


who has a knack for the perfect 
soundbite with a winning smile. 
Flanked by his campaign manager 
Paul Zara (Philip Seymour Hoffman) 
and press secretary Stephen 
Meyers (Ryan Gosling), Morris 
seems destined for the White 
House. 

However, an ill-advised dalliance 
with seductive intern Molly Stearns 
(Evan Rachel Wood) leaves 
Morris’s reputation hanging by a 
thread as New York Times journalist 
Ida Horowicz (Marisa Tomei) and 
other media vultures begin to circle. 
Meanwhile, rival campaign 
manager Tom Duffy (Paul Giamatti) 
looks for chinks in Morris’s armour, 
knowing that everything hinges on 
securing the endorsement of 


influential Senator Thompson 
(Jeffrey Wright). 

The Ides Of March is a hugely 
engrossing thriller that doesn’t get 
too bogged down in the political 
process, concentrating more on the 
abrasive personalities responsible 
for getting a well-groomed 
mouthpiece into the Senate and 
hopefully the White House.

Not in my 
back yard 


T HERE are some animals 
which will forever be the 
bane of gardeners’ lives - 
rabbits who munch like locusts 
through plants, moles which tear 
up bowling green lawns, 
squirrels digging up bulbs and 
stealing bird food and huge 
pigeons which strip leafy veg. 

Only recently, there have been reports 
that fast-breeding herds of deer are 
gorging themselves on undergrowth in 
important woodland habitats, 
threatening rare native species such as 
nightingales, dormice and bluebells. 

Numbers have risen to two million 
after the introduction of new species 
such as muntjac, fallow and Chinese 
water deer which are smaller and breed 
faster. 

So how can we stop these nuisances 
from damaging our gardens? 

■ GREY SQUIRRELS To minimise 
damage, wire-net fruit cages and place 
other netting over areas where bulbs and 
corms have been planted and over 
flowering shrubs such as magnolia and 
camellia. Invest in squirrel-proof bird 
feeders, although the RSPB warns that 
they will only work if the squirrel cannot 
jump directly onto the feeder, but will

have to approach via the defended route. 
Feeders with a cage around them are 
squirrel-resistant, although not squirrel- 
proof, and a small individual will be able 
to fit through. 

■ RABBITS If you put up a fence to keep 
them at bay, youTl need to make it at 
least 120cm tall with a further 30cm 
sunk below ground level and angled 
outwards to discourage them from 
burrowing underneath. Any wire netting 
needs a maximum mesh size of 25mm, 
or young rabbits will squeeze through. 
Place tree guards around the base of 
trunks and cloches over new plantings. 
While animal repellents are available, 
they are not reliable to give long-term 
protection. There are some plants that 
rabbits don’t like, including Michaelmas 
daisies, catmint, lupins and heucheras.

■ DEER Muntjac and roe 
are particularly fond of 
roses but will eat many 
other plants and are 
territorial, so once 
they’re in, it’s going to 
be difficult to get them 
out. Some become brave 
enough to nip off potted 
roses on people’s patios. 

Damage is most 
common on new, 
succulent spring growth 
or in winter when other 
food sources are scarce. 

The only permanent 
solution is to erect a 6ft-high fence 
around your garden. According to the 
British Deer Society, muntjac will eat 
virtually any plants, although they are 
less keen on camellia, cistus, hellebore, 
hosta, hydrangea, lavender, poppies and 
sedum. 

■ MOLES All manner of deterrents have 
been tried to make them go away, from 
traps to fumigants, throwing mothballs 
down the holes or pouring mixtures of 
caster oil and detergent down the holes, 
to varied effect. Others have invested in 
ultrasonic devices to scare them away,

which are not always effective. If you 
really can’t get rid of them, it may save 
you time to call in a professional. 

■ WOOD PIGEONS These birds will feed 
on bras sicas such as cabbages, 
cauliflowers and Brussels sprouts, 
stripping the leaves in no time, and 
they’re a particular nuisance in winter 
when other food is scarce. Net your 
brassicas to keep them off as preventing 
access to food is a key to dispersing 
pigeons. When feeding smaller birds, 
cage in all food so that pigeons cannot 
reach it. Pigeon-resistant feeders are also 



available, as are various scaring devices. 
■ MICE These will feed on the seeds of 
germinating sweetcorn, peas and beens 
and also eat crocus corms and orchard 
fruits in both gardens and those stored in 
sheds. You can set mouse traps in your 
garden, under log or brick shelters to 
reduce the danger to birds. When you’ve 
planted crocuses, firm the ground down 
well to make it more difficult for mice to 
find the corms. Mice often eat seeds 
which are sown directly into the ground. 
This can be remedied if you start early 
crops in pots and transplant them later.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required.

Q Turn off electric appliances.

Nissan boosts new 
GT-R for spring 


WITH colder weather on 
the way, a survey 
conducted on behalf of 
Warranty Direct has 
revealed the most - and 
least - dependable 4x4s 
and SUVs. 

Honda’s HR-V (1998-2006) 
performed best, with only three 
in 100 recording a fault in the 
last 12 months, followed by 
Suzuki’s Grand Vitara (2005 
onwards). 

In stark contrast, Land Rover’s 
Range Rover (2002 onwards) 
was shown to be the most break 
down-prone off-roader - two- 
thirds of its reported faults were 
suspension or electrical hiccups 
- behind the feep Grand 
Cherokee (1999-2005) and 
Volkswagen’s Touareg (2003 
onwards). 

The study of nearly 16,000 
three-to eight-year-old 4x4s and 
SUVs revealed the market 
segment to have some of the 
most expensive to run vehicles 
on Warranty Direct’s books. 

Predictably, the top 10 is 
dominated by fapanese and

Korean manufacturers, but 
Land Rover’s Freelander (2006 
onwards) breaks its strangle¬ 
hold, with only one in five 
breaking down annually and a 
modest average repair cost. 

As used 4x4 prices rise prior 
to the inevitable cold snap, 
buyers are advised to seize the 
moment. 

The study used Warranty 
Direct’s unique Reliability Index 
rating {www.reliability 
index.co.uk ), which takes into 


account how often vehicles 
break down, average repair cost 
and time spent in the garage, to 
calculate its overall reliability. 
The lower the Reliability Index 
number, the more reliable and 
cheaper to repair the car. 

Warranty Direct’s Duncan 
McClure Fisher says: “Modern 
4x4s are a far cry from the noisy 
and uncomfortable off-roaders 
of the past. They are fairly 
expensive to run but our study 
shows that there’s a handful of 


incredibly reliable 4x4s which 
won’t break the bank. 

“A four-wheel-drive vehicle is 
most definitely the transport of 
choice for any motorist during 
our cold months, particularly 
judging by our last few winters.” 

In contrast to the top 10, 
none of the bottom five rated 
4x4s hail from the East, instead 
they originate from Europe or 
America.

I CAN'T help but feel 
impressed as I stroll into 
Elms Cambridge, the 
result of £10 million- 
worth of investment at 
Cambourne, writes 
Adam Swift. 

Rows of gleaming BMWs sit 
in formation in the huge 
showroom, as if they have just 
rolled off the production line. 
Comfy leather chairs vie with 
free wi-fi, work stations and 
charging points, coffee 
making facilities and fresh 
pastries, while if you are 
feeling really hungry you can 
even order a hot meal from 
the subsidised staff 
restaurant. 

CRM manager Shane Young 
offers to give me a tour. “We 


are pushing the boundaries in 
some areas,” he tells me. “We 
hire out our 12-seater board- 
room with full multimedia 
widescreen presentation 
facilities, free of charge. 
Customers have access to the 
same menu as the staff, so the 
canteen can prepare a lunch if 
required.” 

“We have three slightly 
smaller private offices also 
available free of charge. Come 
and spend some time with us. 
What we have done is include 
our offices and canteen as 
front of house. 

“You can order your meal 
and we will bring it to you, or 
you can go and join the staff 
in the canteen, and perhaps 
sit with the technicians who 
work on your car. It’s all about

transparency.” 

The window into the 
workshop at the back of the 
showroom, where customers 
can see their cars being 
worked on, carries on this 
sense of openness. What you 
see is what you get at Elms 
Cambridge. And what you get 
is quite a lot. 

Murketts in Huntingdon 
recently relinquished the 
BMW sales franchise, so the 
move to Cambourne 
expanded Elms’ remit to 
include both the Cambridge 
and Huntingdon areas for 
BMW and Mini customers. 

Discreet “Consultation 
Bays” are situated at the sides 
of the showroom, with 
multimedia-equipped flat 
screens to help you design 


your car. 

“Once you have logged in 
you can specify and build 
your own car with the sales 
executive,” Shane explains. “It 
is all integrated with the 
manufacturer’s system so you 
can also build your car online 
at home, save the number, 
and come in and give the 
number to a sales exec and 
the car will be on the screen.” 

Family Bays include games 


consoles to entertain the 
children, while hi-tech 
“Handover Bays” have been 
designed specifically for 
customers to take possession 
of their cars. 

The site uses a raft of “eco- 
friendly” technology, such as 
ground source heat pumps, a 
water recycling unit for all car 
wash facilities, waterless 
urinals, LED lighting, and 
automated interior lighting, 


which switches off if no 
movement is detected for 
more than 10 minutes. 

“As an alternative to loan 
cars our customers have the 
option of borrowing one of 
our BMW loan bicycles to 
commute locally or for 
pleasure,” Shane added. “We 
work closely with the local 
Wildlife Trust, and customers 
can enjoy some fantastic trails 
nearby if they wish to do so.”

Volkswagen set to unveil latest CC prior to 2012 launch 


VOLKSWAGEN has released the first 
images of its new CC, which will be 
officially unveiled at the Los Angeles 
Auto Show next week. 

At the front, the new radiator grille 
has strong horizontal lines that 
represent Volkswagen’s new design 
DNA, flanked by new bi-xenon 
headlights and topped with a 
reprofiled bonnet. The bumper is 
different, too, with a new extra air 
intake, and silver-coloured ‘winglets’ 
that frame the fog lights. 

Along the side, the frameless 
doors are carried over from the 
previous model, but more sculpted 
sills, revised bumpers and the new 


bonnet add up to create a subtly 
updated silhouette. 

There’s one last change at the rear, 
too: ‘Passat’ has been dropped. 

From launch, the UK engine range 
will comprise 1.8-litre TSI160PS or 
2.0-litre TSI 210 PS petrols and a 
2.0-litre TDI common rail diesel with 
either 140 or 170PS. All models 
with 170PS or more also now get a 
standard XDS differential, an 
electronic cross-axle traction control 
system for improved traction and 
handling. 

More details including pricing will 
be available nearer the launch date 
early next year. 



An MoT every 24 months is a no-no 


MY name is Matt Joy, 
and I’m a neglectful car 
owner. It’s been three 
months since my last oil 
check, writes Matt Joy. 

I’ve got no excuses for 
behaviour like this, but 
I’m going to try to come 
up with some anyway. 

I see enough of my 
Honda Civic to know 
what’s working and 
what isn’t, and when I 
really should get around 
to doing something 
about it. 

My other excuse is 
that the Honda has been 
utterly reliable in the 
four years that I’ve 
owned it. 

A 12-year-old car has 
every right to throw a 
wobbly once in a while, 


but apart from someone 
attacking the fuel tank 
and the brake pads and 
a clutch wearing out, 
the only thing that has 
failed in that time was 
an ABS sensor. 

It never cries out for 
attention, so regretfully 
it doesn’t get any. 

I’m no paragon of car 
maintenance but I bet 
I’m not the worst 
offender either. 

Which is why the 
mooted decision to 
change the MOT test 
from an annual exam to 
a biennial one sounds 
like a really poor idea. 

The Government is 
using the phrase 
“reducing the burden” 
to explain the potential 


change, but who the 
burden is being relieved 
from isn’t exactly clear. 

It seems unlikely that 
the garages and test 
centres performing the 
annual exam would like 
to see their workload 
halved, never mind the 
remedial work that 
needs to be carried out 
subsequently. 

Yes, us motorists 
could probably do with 
having our running 
costs cut, but it doesn’t 
take a genius to work 
out the easiest way of 
doing that. 

What we can’t do with 
is unsafe or unroad¬ 
worthy cars running 
around for another 12 
months, with faults 


getting progressively 
worse. 

Just five minutes 
wandering around a 
nearby car park is likely 
to turn up several 
vehicles with illegal 
tyres, cracked wind¬ 
screens, failed bulbs and 
even little things such as 
damaged wiper blades - 
they may seem like 
small details but in an 
emergency situation 
they could make all the 
difference. 

We’ve also become 
relatively inept at taking 
care of our cars. 

Some 20 or 30 years 
ago when your average 
motor needed plenty of 
attention just to get
